“The gardens are breath¬ 
taking at this time year so 
it’s certainly worth joining 
me as I reveal the garden’s 
secrets and celebrate the 
Great British Walking Festi¬ 
val.” 

Highlights of the tour will 
include a look at the castle’s 
cutting garden, full of colour 
at this time of the year, as 
well as a tour of its energy- 
neutral nursery where 
plants are propagated in 
their dozens for both the 
main garden and the plant 
shop.

HIUFORT HOMES 
BATTLE HOIS UP 


ENGLISH Heritage and Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil this week joined the battle to oppose a 
housing development near the town’s historic 
hillfort. 

The charity was responding to a request by Shropshire 
Council for its views on proposed sites for new housing 


around the town while Tues¬ 
day’s town council meeting 
was attended by 30 mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

Amanda Smith, English 
Heritage’s historic environ¬ 
ment planning adviser for 
the West Midlands, said 
because of the national his¬ 
toric significance of the Iron 
Age hillfort, the charity 
could not support the pro¬ 
posals. 

“English Heritage contin¬ 
ues to have concerns at the 
potential impacts of the pro¬ 
posed development on the 
significance of the hillfort, 
and as such we do not sup¬ 
port the proposed site as set 
out by Shropshire Council,” 
she said. 

Justification 

“Great weight should be 
given to the conservation of 
designated heritage assets 
and any harm or loss of sig¬ 
nificance requires clear and 
convincing justification. We 
therefore recommend that 
the site is not taken for¬ 
ward.” 

Oswestry Town Council 
echoed the charity’s stance 
as it said it was adamant 
that it would not back any 
plans which would damage 
the archaeological or histor¬ 
ical impact of the town’s hill¬ 
fort. The statement was 
made by town mayor Chris 
Schofield at a meeting held 
to discuss proposed housing 
development near the base 
of the Iron Age monument. 

More than 30 members of 
the public attended the 
meeting at Oswestry Guild¬ 
hall to air their views on the 
proposals, which have been 
made under Shropshire 
Council’s SAMDev plan to 
earmark preferred sites for

new development. 

Neil Phillips, from Chapel 
Street, Oswestry, told coun¬ 
cillors that they should take 
the views of the public into 
account when making their 
comments to Shropshire 
Council. 

He said: “In a very short 
period we’ve had just over 
6,000 people sign a petition, 
mainly local people who 
have been protesting about 
this housing development 
idea. 

“I think it’s important 
that the town council should 
hear the views of the people 
of the town, and the town 
council should take that into 
consideration.” 

After hearing from the 
public, Councillor Schofield 
said the town council will 
carry out further consulta¬ 
tion to gather as many local 
opinions on the plans as pos¬ 
sible before making its com¬ 
ments to Shropshire 
Council. 

“The town council has 
been adamant that it will 
not look favourably on any 
development that seriously 
impacts on the archaeologi¬ 
cal or historical significance 
of the hillfort,” he said. 

“We recognise the signifi¬ 
cant public interest in this 
matter and have spoken to 
Shropshire Council to look 
at how greater public 
involvement can be brought 
into this matter to help the 
town council shape its 
response.” 

Councillors will now visit 
the hillfort with representa¬ 
tives from Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, Oswestry Civic Society 
and English Heritage.

ONE OF the fastest growing stud 
farms in the country is relocating to 
the Leighton Farm Estate near Welsh¬ 
pool. 

Two years after purchasing the his¬ 
toric farm estate The Potter Group has 
announced that agreement has been 
completed with David and Teresa Fut¬ 
ter to switch their expanding Yorton 
Farm operation from near Shrewsbury 
and the couple will take occupancy by 
the start of October. 

The formal transfer of the Victorian 
model farm, with seven houses and 300 


acres of land, was completed from 
Powys County Council by James Potter 
in September 2011, paving the way for 
considerable investment by the Potter 
Group in the restoration of the Grade- 
II listed buildings. 

“The long term proposal was to cre¬ 
ate an equine centre at Leighton,” said 
James Potter, managing director of 
The Potter Group. 

“The opportunity to house one of 
the country’s most respected stud 
farms at Leighton was too good to 
miss. The move presents tremendous 


possibilities for future regeneration at 
the site, which had been falling into 
disrepair. The move not only protects 
the historic model farm buildings for 
future generations but also brings new 
employment opportunities to the area. 

“As a family and as a company we 
are delighted to have completed the 
agreement with David and Teresa Fut¬ 
ter of Yorton Farm. We have lived in 
Leighton for many years and I consider 
it a privilege to be able to repair and 
restore the centre to something more 
akin to its former glory,” he said. 


Shotgun 
case man 
unfit to 
enter plea 

THE case of a 43-year-old 
Oswestry man alleged to 
have been in possession of a 
shotgun and to have killed 
two geese has been 
adjourned for him to receive 
psychiatric treatment. 

Paul Carruthers of Trefo- 
nen, did not attend when his 
case was heard at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court on Mon¬ 
day. 

His lawyer Ian Easthope 
said his client had been the 
subject of psychiatric assess¬ 
ments and was currently 
considered by doctors to be 
unfit to plead. 

Mr Easthope said that a 
further period of treatment 
at hospital was expected to 
improve the defendant’s 
condition. Judge Peter Bar¬ 
rie adjourned the hearing 
under the Mental Health 
Act until September 30 
when a further assessment 
of Carruthers’ condition will 
be considered. 

Carruthers faces two alle¬ 
gations of being in posses¬ 
sion of a shotgun with intent 
to cause fear of violence. 

In the alleged incident on 
May 3 both Vincent Hunt 
and Howard Long are said 
to have believed that they 
were in danger of unlawful 
violence. 

The defendant also faces 
charges of destroying two 
geese belonging to Mr Hunt, 
damaging a garden shed and 
an ornamental porcelain 
goose belonging to Peter 
Long and damaging a 
garage.

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Soldier in spanner attack is spared jail 


A SERVING soldier badly injured 
while on duty in Afghanistan has 
been spared jail after attacking 
another man with a spanner. 

James Wilding appeared at Mold 
Crown Court on Monday having 
admitted assaulting a man in Mont¬ 
gomery, in the early hours of New 
Year’s Day, and possessing the span¬ 
ner as an offensive weapon. 

But the 25-year-old was spared a 


prison sentence because the court 
heard from a sergeant major that 
even a suspended prison sentence 
would mean his discharge - and that 
would deprive him of the specialist 
help to aid his recovery. 

Instead, Wilding, who is based at 
Chatham in Kent and lives at Coed 
y Llan at Cyfronydd near Welshpool, 
was given a 12 month community 
order to carry out 200 hours of 


unpaid work, placed on a three 
month tagged curfew between 7pm 
and 6am, and ordered to pay £250 
compensation. 

Judge Niclas Parry, presiding, 
said: “You were involved, and be in 
no doubt about it, in what can only 
be described as a sustained, alcohol 
fuelled attack during a large distur¬ 
bance outside licensed premises in a 
rural part of Wales .You repeatedly 


struck him about the head and body 
with that weapon. Street violence 
from the cities will not be tolerated 
in the rural communities of Wales. 

“However, you are currently 
receiving treatment to help put 
right what had happened in your life 
through no fault of yours while car¬ 
rying out your duties and a custodial 
sentence, even a suspended one, 
would deprive you of that.”

A FUNDRAISER hoping to help Oswestry’s children’s hospice has 
found truth in the saying you can get by with a little help from your 
friends after she had to pull out of a charity skydive on doctor’s 
orders. 

Oswestry woman Sarah Davis, who studies psychology at Glyndwr University in Wrex¬ 
ham, has brittle bones and was told the £10,000 skydive for Hope House Children’s Hos¬ 
pice would be too dangerous in her condition. 

Sarah, 28, was preparing to break the bad news to the Oswestry-based charity when 

lecturer Helen Coleman and graduate teach¬ 
ing assistant and PhD student Kayleigh 
Roberts offered to take on the challenge in 
her place. 

The daring duo admitted to being “terri¬ 
fied” but wanted to support their student 
and the children’s hospice by raising as 
much money as possible. 

Sarah, who has already raised thousands 
of pounds for Hope House with sponsored 
swims, walks and fancy dress events. 

She said: “I was really disappointed to be 
told I could not take on the jump by my doc¬ 
tor because the calcium levels in my bones 
are so low. 

Devastated 

“I try and do something for Hope House 
Hospice every year so to find out I couldn’t 
after setting my heart on this challenge was 
very disappointing. 

“When I told Helen and Kayleigh they 
were devastated for me; they then went on 
to say they’d do it on my behalf which is just 
amazing. I’m so grateful to them. 

“This is a charity that’s very close to my 
heart so I’m delighted they’ll be raising 
money for them and will be there on the day 
to spur them on.” Helen and Kayleigh are 
hoping to raise at least £1,000 and were only 
too happy to help Sarah in her hour of need. 

The tandem jump will take place on Sep¬ 
tember 14 at the Parachute Centre at Til- 
stock Airfield, near Whitchurch.

HISTORY repeated itself when the Welshpool 
& Llanfair Light Railway marked its 50th 
anniversary. 

The line, which runs for eight miles between Welshpool 
and Llanfair Caereinion, has been delighting steam enthu¬ 
siasts ever since it reopened as a heritage service on April 
6, 1963. 

But on Saturday, as the climax of a year of celebrations, 
the railway’s members looked back to the black day on 
November 3, 1956 when its final train pulled in to Llanfair 
Caereinion shortly after 4pm.

That very last train was run for the Stephenson Locomo¬ 
tive Society, which took its name from George Stephenson, 
creator of the Rocket, the famed early steam engine. 

However, the railway had carried only freight since the 
1930s and no longer had passenger carriages. 

“They had to use the goods wagons,” said railway 
spokesman Andrew Charman. “They took the benches from 
the platforms, put them into the wagons and the members 
sat on those. 

“And on Saturday we recreated that last train. 

“We still have an original set of goods wagons. We put the 
benches into them and a number of us dressed up in 1950s 
gear. 

“We pulled into Llanfair Caereinion just after 4pm.” 

He added: “When the line closed in 1956 the Newtown 
Silver Band was there playing Haydn’s Funeral March. 

“But they weren’t available on Saturday because they 
had another booking, so we had the Aberystwyth Silver 
Band, and they played the same music.” 

At least 50 members of the railway took part in the recre¬ 
ation as part of a gala weekend of events.

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Public inquiry cleared up facts over road chaos 


IF ANY of us had any doubts about the 
roads chaos coming our way if wind farm 
developments are allowed in mid Wales this 
week’s public inquiry really cleared things 
up. 

The facts are that an extra 81,000 vehi¬ 
cles will travel on the roads of Shropshire 
and mid Wales during the building of just 
one new wind farm. 

The decommissioning of an old wind farm 
at Llandinam and the creation of a replace¬ 
ment will mean more than 250 vehicle a day 
during the height of its construction, the 
inquiry in Welshpool heard. 

And if that’s not bad enough the figures 
include at least 272 abnormal loads travel¬ 
ling to the site over the two years of build¬ 
ing. 

And remember this is just one wind farm 
- who knows how many more are in the 
pipeline and how much disruption could be 
coming our way if the Cefn Coch sub-station 
plans are granted. 



Objectors have been warning about this 
massive disruption to our roads network 
but this is the first time the real evidence 
has been laid out on the table. 

And now we can be in no doubt of what’s 
ahead. 

I have witnessed the massive wind farm 
blades being transported and seen the prob¬ 
lems caused by just one vehicle trucking 
through Shropshire and mid Wales. The 
thought of dozens of them jamming our 
roads network frightens me. 

If these plans are approved the develop¬ 


ers must be forced to pay the cost of badly 
needed road improvements at the very least. 

And that should include the long-awaited 
bypass for Pant and Llanymynech.

HOW I would love to read the results of a 
survey carried out by Dyfed Powys Police 
with 866 residents completing an online 
survey about their thoughts on rural polic¬ 
ing. 

I’m sure the force’s public consultation 
on rural policing launched by Police and 
Crime Commissioner Christopher Salmon 
contains a few home truths. 

He was looking to gather public opinion 
in order to shape our policing services of the 
future with Dyfed-Powys having the most 
rural police service in England and Wales. 

I’ll be very surprised if the newly 
appointed Mr Salmon hasn’t been given a 
few home truths by the people of the Welsh¬ 
pool area. 


I’m sure they’ve asked him where all the 
bobbies have gone from our town streets 
and villages and why nine times out of 10 
the door to our local police station is shut.

I KNOW there’s a saying that “competi¬ 
tion is good” but why William Hill book¬ 
makers want to open up a new shop in 
Welshpool puzzles me. 

I haven’t noticed the people of the town 
queuing to gamble their hard-earned cash 
in the current bookies operated by Corals - 
except on Grand National day that is - so 
why do they think there’s enough cus¬ 
tomers out there for two shops less than 100 
yards apart. The bookies have planning in 
with Powys County Council for change of 
use of the town’s only shoe shop at Stead 
and Simpsons. 

What a sad day it will be for Welshpool if 
the town’s only main street shoe shop closes 
its doors. 


Railway theme murals 
reflect town's heritage

PAINTING on town centre walls is 
usually discouraged, but in 
Oswestry it’s becoming the norm. 

Giant murals have been appearing in 
the town for the past three years, and 
this week work began on the newest 
addition. 

Artist Jim Heath has begun work on a 
life-size image of a railway station. 

It’s being painted in Herbie Roberts 
Way, next to Wilkinson in the town centre, 
and will complement the train mural that 
features on the wall opposite the shop. 

The George pub near the Bailey Head 
has also been decorated with silhouetted 
figures painted into the windows and 
doors. 

Reaction 

Mr Heath, who lives in Chirk, said the 
project is the first large-scale mural he has 
been invited to work on. 

Once completed it will be 52ft long and 
up to 13ft high. 

“My initial reaction when I saw the 
train mural in the town was ‘wow’,” he 
said. “So when I was asked to paint this 
mural I was delighted. 

“The original idea I had was that it was 
going to be a straight platform along the 
wall, but then I thought if I did that it 
wouldn’t be next to the train, so I’ve 
added in a corner and 3D view on the end 
nearest the train so that it looks as if the 
platform runs opposite the train.” 

The first stage of the painting involves 
cleaning the wall with a broom head and 
then sketching out the basic design. 

Two blocked up windows and a bricked 
up doorway in the wall will be incorpo¬ 
rated into the painting as a ticket office, 
left luggage office and door into a waiting 
room. 

Next, Mr Heath will block out the basic

shapes before beginning to work on the 
details. 

He said he expects to finish the paint¬ 
ing by the end of September, and will be 
working at the wall for three days a week 
for the next two weeks. 

The mural is being created as part of 
the Footfall project in Oswestry to bring 
more people into the town. 

The use of murals to boost trade has 
also spread to the Mid Wales town of 
Welshpool. 

Shropshire artist Anna Roberts, who 
painted Oswestry’s train mural, has been 


asked to paint two designs depicting the 
Welshpool and Llanfair Light Railway 
which once passed through the town cen¬ 
tre. 

The first mural is on the end wall of 
Derek’s Plaice in Church Street. 

A second mural is due to be added later 
this month. 

Paint for the murals is being supplied 
by Welshpool firm Boys and Boden. 

The murals are part of an overall 
scheme to create a Town Trail along the 
entire route that the train took through 
the town.

The project has been the dream of 
Welshpool resident Alan Crowe who has 
raised funds himself. 

Support was also been received from 
local businesses. 

He is now looking for photos of the 
train in the town, in particular passing 
through Woodside and Bron y Buckley. 

Mr Crowe had a stand at Raven Square 
station on Saturday and Sunday to pro¬ 
mote the project, as part of the railway’s 
steam gala.

CAN I KEEP MY ASSETS IN DIVORCE BECAUSE OUR MARRIAGE WAS SHORT? 

Q: My wife and I have decided to divorce after four years of marriage. We lived together for five years beforehand. I run a business whilst my wife has never 
worked. I have heard that as this has been a relatively short marriage the courts are unlikely to make me hand much of what I consider to be my assets over to 
her. Is this correct? 

A: The impact the length of marriage has on the parties can be crucial in the division of assets. The law in this area is governed by the Matrimonial Causes Act 
1973 (MCA). Despite the MCA not defining what constitutes a long marriage it is generally accepted that a marriage of less than five years is a short marriage, 
whereas a marriage of over 20 years would be a long marriage and it follows that a medium length marriage would fall in between. 

The general rule is that the longer the marriage, the more likely the Courts are to award a 50/50 division regardless of the assets the parties brought to the 
relationship, or how the wealth of the parties was created throughout the marriage. For example, a stay at home mum, or dad, is said to contribute as much to the 
relationship as the partner who earns a six figure salary. 

Since the introduction of the MCA attitudes and society have, however, moved on, with pre-marriage cohabitation now being quite common. As a result judges 
have been known to take the view that, where a relationship moves seamlessly from cohabitation to marriage, treating the period of cohabitation as different from 
the marriage would be artificial. Whilst each case depends on its own facts, in a case such as yours, it is likely your wife would have a strong claim against the 
assets of the marriage. The same principles apply to dissolutions of civil partnerships.

Badger cull is not the 
answer to bovine TB 


LETTERS to the Editor 


THE recent report about Mervin Mullard 
losing most of his herd to bovine TB (bTB) 
served as a sad and poignant reminder of 
the devastation it is causing for farmers up 
and down the country. 

It is an emotive and complex issue, which 
makes the government’s bungling approach 
to it all the more difficult to understand. 

In 2007 a team of Government appointed 
scientists recommended, after 10 years of 
research and the experimental culling of 
11,000 badgers, that badgers should be vac¬ 
cinated. The vaccine can be administered in 
food and has proved effective in tests. Six 
years on and the poor farmers are still wait¬ 
ing for it. 

Instead of urgently pushing the rollout of 
it (remember how quickly the vaccine for 
swine flu hit the shelves when that epidemic 
struck?), David Cameron has gone for the 
big political gesture. 

Sweeping the scientific evidence and the 
£50 million that it cost under the carpet, he 
has sanctioned the pilot culls now taking 
place in West Somerset and West Glouces¬ 
tershire. 


Here, 70 per cent of all badgers will be 
killed regardless of whether they are sick or 
not. 

It doesn’t take a genius to see that when 
the pilots conclude, all the success boxes will 
be ticked, we will have learned nothing from 
the mass slaughter and the government will 
give the nod for it to be rolled out across the 
country, due in Shropshire in 2014. 

What then? Other mammals can catch 
and spread bTB - pigs, deer, foxes, domestic 
cats and dogs. Is the government going to 
cull them too? 

Please Owen Paterson, think again. This 
year’s State of Nature in the UK report 
(which is scientifically based) stated that 
“60 per cent of the species studied have 
declined over recent decades”. 

Do you seriously want your legacy as 
Environment Secretary to be that you have 
sanctioned the slaughter of 70 per cent of 
one of our indigenous species, regardless of 
whether they are sick or not? 

I know I wouldn’t.

He said: “Powys is not big 
enough to sustain a district 
general hospital so we rely 
on Shropshire and this is a 
matter which affects people 
here.” 

Earlier this week it was 
revealed that more than 
5,000 people have now 
signed an online petition 
urging hospital bosses to 
keep A&E and stroke serv¬ 
ices at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital. It is one of a 
number that have been set 
up in Shropshire. 

The online petition was 
launched by Powys County 
Councillor Joy Jones, along 
with Assembly Member for 


Powell and Jane Dodds, Lib 
Dem parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Montgomeryshire. 

Bosses at the Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust have started a review 
of how urgent and emer¬ 
gency care will be delivered 
in future. 

Steve Kaye, Welshpool 
Town Councillor, said: “It is 
vital that something is done 
because we do not want to 
be going to Telford. 

“People are meant to be 
seen during what is known 
as the ‘golden hour’ for seri¬ 
ous medical conditions. 
Travelling by road from 
Welshpool to Telford is an 
hour, if you’re in Newtown, 
Llanfair Caereinion or fur¬ 
ther afield you won’t make 
it.” 

Estelle Blievas, a former 
Welshpool Mayor, said: “I 
don’t believe a word the 
trust says and fear for the 
future of A&E services in 
Shrewsbury.”

Pub will 
change 
name for 
one day 

A PUB on the 
Shropshire/Welsh border 
will have a new name for 
one day only in support of a 
campaign against controver¬ 
sial power plans. 

The Navigation Inn at 
Maesbury Marsh, near 
Oswestry, will be called The 
Pylon Inn during an event 
on September 12 which will 
also include a fundraising 
dinner. 

The proceeds raised will 
go towards a fighting fund 
set up by campaigners bat¬ 
tling plans for windfarms in 
Mid Wales and against 
National Grid proposal to 
install power cables through 
the Powys and Shropshire 
countryside. 

It comes just days after 
the pub was named in the 
The Good Pub Guide for a 
second year. 

Brent Ellis from the pub 
said: “I am sure some people 
will be for windfarms but I 
know a lot of people around 
here are very much against 
them. 

“We opposed them before 
all this happened and it is 
not Nimbysm it is because 
we just don’t feel they make 
sense.

Public opinion sought to 
help shape rural policing 


MORE than 850 people have taken part in 
a survey on rural policing. 

A total of 866 completed questionnaires 
have been received by staff at Dyfed-Powys 
Police headquarters. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Christo¬ 
pher Salmon said he wants as many people 
as possible to have their say by the deadline 
this Saturday. 

Mr Salmon said: “I’m determined to 
gather as much public opinion as possible in 
order to shape our policing services of the 
future. 

“Dyfed-Powys has the most rural police 
service in England and Wales so we need to 
be the country’s experts in rural policing. 

“This plan sets the police and crime pri¬ 


orities of the five-year period 2013 to 2018. 

“It aims to set the strategic direction both 
for the police services and other agencies 
involved in making our communities safe. 

“We need to be the country’s experts in 
rural policing. 

“As Sherlock Holmes puts it, there is a 
vulnerability to the five miles of country 
road. And it’s to address that vulnerability 
that I’ve asked the Chief Constable to pro¬ 
duce a rural policing strategy.” 

The consultation was launched on July 22 
at the Royal Welsh Show and has been pro¬ 
moted at other events across the region. It 
will help inform a rural policing strategy for 
the force which covers 52 per cent of Wales’ 
landmass.

Advice on 
writing a 
legally 
sound will 

OSWESTRY residents have 
been urged to have their will 
drafted by an expert to 
ensure executors are able to 
interpret their wishes 
exactly. 

The warning, issued by 
Oswestry solicitor Victoria 
Wilson, comes in the wake of 
the recent incident of a 
£520,000 bequest to “the 
government of the day” in 
the will of former nurse, 
Joan Edwards. 

Miss Edwards’ solicitor 
stated that he had verbally 
checked her intentions 
about the unusual nature of 
her proposed bequest, but 
when the executors paid the 
legacy directly to the current 
coalition government follow¬ 
ing her death, there was 
such an outcry that the 
legacy was recovered and 
paid to the Treasury. 

Those who opposed pay¬ 
ment to the present govern¬ 
ment argued that there was 
no mention in the will of 
money going to a political 
party, merely an inference 
that Miss Edwards wanted 
her life savings to be used 
for the national good. 

Miss Wilson, who works 
in the Oswestry office of 
GHP Legal, said: “It is 
essential that wills are 
drafted in such a way as to 
ensure there are absolutely 
no ambiguities whatsoever. 
A good solicitor will check 
that the will reflects exactly 
that client’s final wishes.” 


What was real story behind 
body exhumation rumours? 


TIME to don your deerstalkers and get into sleuthing mode - because 
we’ve got a mystery which we want you to solve. 

All you have to do is cast your mind back 80 years (we didn’t say it was going to be easy, 
did we?) and shed light on the background of a strange story which was sweeping the town 
in June 1933 and leading to hordes of reporters descending on Oswestry. 

We can do no better than to quote directly from the Shrewsbury Chronicle report of 
June 9. In an article headed “An Oswestry Sensation”, it reported: “Oswestry has been 
violently excited during the past week by rumours that the body of a woman, buried in 
Oswestry cemetery in 1925, was to be exhumed. The story had its origin in Birmingham, 

and the national press elaborated it into a 
‘story’ of first class importance, with the 
result that many daily newspapers have 
sent representatives to the town. 

“Up to the present nothing has tran¬ 
spired, but their continued presence in the 
town has served to fan the flames of curios¬ 
ity. 

“Each night, in the brilliant moonlight, 
shadowy forms (mostly enterprising press¬ 
men) have been seen to haunt the vicinity 
of the borough cemetery, and they have 
been joined by numbers of morbid-minded 
townspeople. 

“The only facts obtainable are that the 
Birmingham Police Authorities have asked 
the Shropshire police to make certain 
inquiries regarding a woman who was mar¬ 
ried at the close of the war to a man who 
was said to have been stationed at Park Hall 
Camp, in the R.A.M.C.

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Setback 
to plans 
for new 
pavilion 

AMBITIOUS plans to 
replace an ageing sports 
pavilion in Oswestry have 
been dashed after Sport 
England turned down a bid 
for funding. 

The Gatacre Recreation 
Ground Project Group in 
Oswestry wants to build a 
new pavilion for both sport 
and community use and 
make improvements to the 
junior football pitch at the 
popular recreation ground 
in the Woodside area of the 
town. 

Now a public meeting is to 
be called to see if any of the 
project can be salvaged. 

A feasibility study and 
public consultation was 
held, funded by the Os¬ 
westry local joint committee, 
before an application was 
made Sport England’s 
Inspired Facilities grant 
scheme. 

Vince Hunt, Gatacre 
Recreation Ground Project 
Group chairman, said: 
“Unfortunately, the applica¬ 
tion was unsuccessful, in 
what was a highly competi¬ 
tive scheme.” 

He said there had been 
1,075 applicants bidding for 
more than four times the 
amount of money that had 
been available.

Common daddy longlegs 
are truly complex insects 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with Ben Waddams 



LAST week I pondered on the habits and 
habitats of our squirrel species, both red and 
grey. 

Of course the red squirrel is sadly, famous for its decline 
and decimation at the hands of the greys, originally a North 
American species. This week the roles are reversed briefly. 

Cross the legs of a stork with the wings of a flying insect 
and what do you get? A crane fly - for this is how these 
familiar insects get their name, (although they may be even 
more familiar to you through their nickname, daddy-long¬ 
legs). 

They seem to be everywhere at the moment. Common 
and widespread throughout Britain and northern Europe, 
in a reversal of the red squirrel-grey squirrel quandary, they 
have been introduced to northwestern USA, where they are 
now a serious pest. 

Adult craneflies emerge between June and September, 
although in Britain and Shropshire peak emergence occurs 
from mid-August to mid-September. Mating occurs shortly 
after emergence and from that moment onwards, you may 
notice these gangly insects bobbing along above the grass, 
every so often dipping their abdomen downwards. This is 
how the females lay their batch of eggs. 

Around 14 days later, the larvae, called leatherjackets on 
account of their tough skin, hatch; they feed on the bases 
of plant stems and roots, and this is where they become a 
serious problem in crop-rich areas. 

In fact in 1935, at Lord’s Cricket Ground, the leather- 
jackets affected the pitch in such a way that several thou¬ 
sand were collected by ground staff and burned. Apparently 
they caused bald patches on the wicket and ‘the pitch took 
unaccustomed spin for much of the season.’ 

The leatherjackets spend the winter in the soil in the 
third larval stage called the ‘instar’ and they will continue 



to be active in temperatures as low as 5°C. However as tem¬ 
peratures warm up in spring they become increasingly 
active and head for the surface to pupate in summer. 

So now, in case you hadn’t realised, is THE time to see 
them. But don’t dismiss their commonness out of hand, for 
craneflies exhibit some of the best examples of ‘halteres’ in 
the insect world. Halteres appear as, for want of a better 
explanation, sticks with knobs on. 

In reality they are incredibly complex devices, similar to 
those used on aircraft to record wind speed, direction and 
movement. They are flapped rapidly and function as gyro¬ 
scopes, informing the insect about rotation of the body dur¬ 
ing flight. 

The word ‘halter’ comes from the Greek for a double 


knobbed device used in Ancient Greece by athletes during 
training in jumping. 

Two of tbe misconceptions associated with craneflies is 
that firstly they sting people, which is impossible and sec¬ 
ondly that they eat mosquitos. Seeing as the adults live for 
only a day or two and never eat within that time, it seems 
a tad unfair that they are so misunderstood. 

Sadder still in my opinion, many of the unlucky ones end 
up spending those two days sat on the inside of your win¬ 
dowsill, gazing at the outside world they will never live to 
experience. So go on, take a closer look at the daddy long 
legs and perhaps give him a helping hand!
